MacCarthy spent sone time at the Settle-

when, in lien of the htrrid traffic.in hu- 
man life, British Trade and Industry will 
spread ; and, the Christim Religion preval- 
ing over Africa, the inhabitants of this vast 
continent will, by their 2mancipation from 
mental and physical slivery, rank among 
civilized nations.” i 

An extract of a lettr from Governor 
MacCartby to the Churth Missionary Soci- 
ety, of September the ‘ist, will shew the 
rapid increase and the promising situation 
of the Settlement. 

In referring to the return of Mr. and 
Mrs. Morgan to this country, which has 
just taken place, his Excellency writes— 

** In the event of Mr. and Mrs. Morgan 
recovering their health in the Gambia, ! 
should be happy if the Commandant, Capt. 
Grant, could prevail on them to remain, 
and take charge of the school; and, until 
the arrival of a Clergyman, read Prayers 
for the Congregation. 

“* | fear that the Society has not receiv- 
ed a correct report of the Gambia. The 
Settlement of Bathurst had been very 
healthy to the latest report which I have 
received (20th August). The population 
exceeds now 1000 individuals, beside the 
Garrison. ‘The River Gambia is naviga- 
ble for upward of 500 miles ; and, in point 
of commercial importance, bids fair to be- 
come the first British Establishment on the 
West Coast. From this, more intercourse 
with the interior of Africa is carried on, 
than from any of our possessions, It is new 
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on thé banks of the Gambia, and the facili- 
ties which the Mission may open for diffu- 
‘sing the light of Troth in the Intetior. 





The next sphere of action, on the Afri- 
can Coast, is the Colony of 
SIERRA LEONE. | 

Under the exertions of the Governor, 
and by the blessing of God on the Chris- 
tian Laborers engaged, the Colony contin- 
vues to advance in civilization, and in the 
influence of religion on its newly-acqaired 
inhabitants. 

The Official Returns in January 1819, 
state the population, exclusive of the Mili- 
tary, to be 9565 persons, of whom 2104 
were receiving education. , 
To the Eight Parishes before formed, a 
Ninth has been added—that of St. Edward, 
at Cape Shilling, in the south-western ex- 
tremity of the Colony, the town of which 
fas been named Kent. 
Institutions connected with the propa- 
gation of Christianity are beginning to re- 
flect honor onthe Colony. The Auxili- 
ary Bible Society continues its exertions : 
some very impressive Extracts from an 
Address of the present Chief Justice, at 
its last Annual Meeting, are printed in Ap- 
pendix II1to the Nineteenth Report of the 
Church Missionary Society. An Auxiliary 
to that Society was formed in the Colony, 


as begin to feel the influence of religion, 
and the cause of which is advocated by 
some of them with the true eloquence of 
Christian Feeling. 

The Rains of the last year were severe 
beyond the memory of man; and sickness 
and mortality more than ordinarily pteva- 
lent. The Colonial Service, & the Church 
and Wesleyan Missionary Societies, have 
to deplore tise loss of several valuable La- 
borers. 

Messrs. Morgan, Taylor, and Bull, with 
Mra. Morgan and Mrs. Taylor, arrived at 
the Colony, from the Church Missionary 
Society, Dec. 29, 1818 ; and Mr. and Mrs. 
Jesty, and Mr. Barrett, March 26, 1819: 
Mr. Baker and Mr. Gilleson having arrived, 


Febroary. 

The Rains began very early. One of 
the new comers, Mr. Barrett, soon fella 
victim. He died on the 10th of May, view- 
ing death with perfect composure ; and as- 
suring his friends, that he did not repent of 


convinced of the duty of Christians to make 
known a Cracitied Saviour throughout the 
world. 

On the 7th of Jaly, Mrs. Jesty, efter be- 
ing delivered of a still-born child, depart- 
ed in the triumph of Faith—sending, a 
short time before her death, this affecting 
message to her Husband, who was bimsel! 
confined to his bed in another apartment— 
“Tell dear Jesty, that 1am going to Glo- 
ry; and, that, ere long, we shall meet in 
Heaven, never to part again.” : 

On the 23d of the same month, this val- 
luable woman was. followed by Mr. Cates, 
a man whose talents and devotedness gave 
the highest promise of usefulness in bis 
Master’s service among these injured 
Tribes. But, though feeling it fur detier 
to depart and be with Christ, he was made 
willing to abide his Saviour’s call.” “ If He 
will not take me home to-day,” he exclaim- 
ed on the day preceding his death “‘ | mast 
wait till to-morrow ; and my soul is all 
ready to depart !”—-and, on the morrow 
he departed to the joy of his Lord. 
On Sunday the ist of August, the Rev. 
John Collier, who had succeeded the late 
Rev. W. Garnon as First Chaplain of the 
Colony, “ closed his eyes,” says Mr. Ren- 
ner, “at half-past ten in the morning, at 
the time when he usually stood up, in the 
service of his Master, beseeching this peo- 
ple in Christ stead, to be reconciled unto 
God.”—but unable, from debility, to no- 
tice things around him. 
On the 10th of August, this melancholy 
list of Christian Laborers was closed by Mr. 
Gilleson ; who departed in the full assur- 
ance of Faith, praising God that he found 
Christ precious to him in his dying hours. 
The loss to the Colony of the late ex- 
cellent Chaplain, Mr. Garnon, will have 
been made more marifest by the Memoir 
which was given of bim in our last Volume. 
Like him, these Laborers have fallen in a 
blessed service, and the memory of them

and Mrs. Beckley and Mary Bouiller are, 
on their arrival at the Colony, to assist in 
the charge of the Freetown Schools, should 
that arrangement be then found expedient. 
The National System bas been iptroduc- 
ed by the Society into these Schools, and 
Education placed thereby on one uniform 
plan throughout the Colony; that System 
having been adopted, from the beginning, 
in the Country Schools. Its good effects 
are manifest. Both Children and Parcats 
are pleased with it, and the progress of 
the Scholars is beyond expectation. An 
Adult Schoolalso is in a prosperous state.

Powars, the Murderer, Arrested. 


Michael Powars, the alleged murderér of Ken- 
nedy, in Boston, has been arrested at Philadel- 
pla. Tle was seeking a passage to Ireland, and 
had upwards of 100 guineas about him. He 
took upwards of $400 his property from the Bos- 
ton Savihgs Institution.. 

Letters with information of the arrest of Pow- 
ars, were received on Sunday by Mr. Davie, the 
Solicitor General, and before vight the necessa- 
TY papers were prepared aud arrangements made 
for sending te Philadephia to have the accused 
brought on; and Mr. Constable Reed left town 
on Monday to take charge of him. Nothing is 
perhaps better calculated to intimidate and re- 
strain those inclined to be criminal, than the 
knowledge of the zeal with which justice pursues 
the guilty & inflicts punishment ; & the assurance 
that there is no chance of escape and impunity. 

A letter from Philadelphia, March 16, mentions 
that Powars, on his arrest, confessed every thing 
stated ip the newspapers, except the murder, 
which he said ‘*no man living could prove.” He 
underwent a long examination, minutes of whioh 
will be brought to Boston. His imteution was to 
have engaged a passage in tht ship Howard, for 
Dublin, which was to have sailedon the 19th 
inst.and Mr. Grornasr Fow xt, the owner, who 
had him errested, was probably, the only man in 
the city who knew him. 

“ There was found in Powars’s trunk,a memor- 
andum book belonging to poor Kennedy, with a 
$10 note of the Keene bank, between the leaves. 
Also in the trunk, two blankets, a green umbrel- 
la, some cords, anda great number of coats, pan- 
taloons, &c. many of which were thought never 
to have been made for Powars.”

For the space of sixteen years, Mrs. J. 
exhibited the most uniform and undeviat- 
ing attention fo all the duties required by 
her solemn profession. After this fair and 
honorable trial, it was notto be expected 
that her faith, especially in the great dec- 
trines of the Christian religion, would ever 
be shaken. But,alas! what are we when 
left to ourselves ! liable to be shaken by 
every wind of doctrine, however false.
